Royalty Shafted 

Judging from the actions of his gov- 
ernment this year, Stelmach also 
believes in prosperity bonuses, at 
least for people who are already en- 
joying their share of prosperity. The 
sign hanging on Alberta's front door 
presently reads; WELCOME, PIGS! 
PLEASE WIPE FEET ON CITI- 
ZENS. 

Stelmach put on a pretty good 
show of sticking it to the energy sec- 
tor fat cats who have enjoyed record- 
breaking profits for each of the past 
few years largely based on the oil 
sands bonanza in northern Alberta. 
The Auditor-General’s royalty re- 
view, released in October, informed 
Albertans they’d been getting short- 
ed on their share of the proceeds 
from their natural resources since 
2000 through mismanagement, lack 
of transparency, and an absence of 
foresight on the part of the provincial 
government. In response, Stelmach 
promised to increase royalty rates 
by 20 per cent. Oil and gas compa- 
nies—the top 10 of which enjoyed 
$5.2 billion each in revenue from oil 
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sands projects in 2005—cried foul 
and threatened to cut jobs and slow 
growth. 

But the pill was probably easier 
to swallow given that Alberta left a 
couple of billion dollars on the table 
by waiting until 2009 to institute the 
increase. Nor should they mind very 
much that the government has made 
no plan to rein in the rate of bitumen 
extraction, which is also gobbling 
up unconscionable quantities of 
natural gas—500 million cubic feet a 
day—and fresh water while creating 
more pollution than conventional oil 
extraction and leaving northern Al- 
berta riddled with massive open pits 
and tailings ponds. 


Trickle-Up Economics 
According to researcher Mark Rob- 
inowitz, “It is predicted that with 
considerable investment, [Alberta] 
tar sands production might reach a 
couple million barrels per day within 
a decade. This means that an area the 
size of Florida will be totally defor- 
ested, stripmined, drained of clean 
water, and doused with toxic effluent 
to meet a small percentage of global 
oil demand for a couple of decades 
(at best).” Coming soon: $100 bil- 
lion in new oil sands projects. 
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But that’s no big deal if we're all 
getting well from it, right? Except 
that, according to a recent report 
from the Parkland Institute, we're 
not. Parkland research director Di- 
ana Gibson writes, “Alberta's boom 
is being seen mainly by corporate 
executives in the form of salary in- 
creases and bonuses, high income 
earners, corporations in the form of 
unearned profits, and foreign share- 
holders.... When surveyed, over half 
of Albertans said they were not ben- 
efiting from the boom.” 

However, many of Alberta's land- 
lords proved their determination not 
to be left out. In Edmonton, where 
the homelessness rate climbed 19 per 
cent in 2006, rental property own- 
ers contributed to the number of 
people who were at risk of becoming 
homeless by exacting exorbitant rent 
hikes—in some notorious cases, dou- 
bling the rent. Being at risk of home- 
lessness is defined as spending more 
than 30 per cent of monthly house- 
hold earnings on the cost of accom- 
modations. According to the Park- 
land Institute report, a single parent 
living in a two-bedroom apartment 
in Edmonton would have to earn 
$3,667 a month to avoid being at 


or she won't be facing eviction any 
time soon when the landlord decides 
to redevelop the property into high- 
end condos. 


Gouge Assistance 
Last spring, faced with public pro- 
tests and calls from the opposition 
to take action on the skyrocketing 
cost of housing, Stelmach’s govern- 
ment once again threw in its lot with 
the pigs, refusing to “interfere with 
the market” by legislating temporary 
rent caps that wouldn't have cost the 
tax payer anything. Instead the gov- 
ernment ruled that landlords could 
only raise the rent once a year, then 
instituted a $40 million rent subsidy 
program. Six months later, all that 
money has been handed out plus an 
additional $10 million (and count- 
ing). Wonder who will pay for that? 
Obviously, 2007 was a great year 
to be a pig on Stelmach’s farm. Will 
2008 set new standards for exces- 
sive greed at the expense of Alberta's 
environment and non-wealthy citi- 
set I'm getting ready to eld sige 
se, just in case.

Newspaper Suspends Former Editor 


Oops | Sometimes a tangled web gets knotted. 
‘INEED SOME ANSWERS, SAYS 


A Calgary daily newspaper has sus- 
pended one of its regular columnists, 
a former editor for the paper, who 
apparently wrote a column at the 
request of someone he believed was 
with Premier Ed Stelmach’s office. 
In Paul Jackson's October 21 col- 
umn in the Calgary Sun, he ex- 
pressed support for Jonathan Denis, 
who was seeking the Conservative 
nomination in the riding of Cal- 
gary-Egmont. However, Jackson had 
previously voiced support for Craig 
Chandler, 
the nomination. When Chandler e- 
mailed Jackson about his “flip-flop of 


another candidate for 


endorsements,” Jackson replied: “I 
got an urgent call from the premier's 





office asking me to back Jonathan 
What else could I do?” (Chandler 
forwarded the e-mail to media in 
early December, days after the Con- 
servative executive ousted him from 
the nomination he overwhelmingly 
won in November.) 

Jose Rodriguez, the Sun's editor- 
in-chief, says the e-mail is a “cause 
of concern.” “I need some answers,” 
he says. “There's some serious ques- 
tions that that story poses, which 
Paul hasn't answered to me. So | 
have to speak with Paul and figure 
out where we're at.” Until then, Ro- 
driguez says, the Sun won't publish 
anything by Jackson, who formerly 
worked as the magazine's editor and 
associate editor. “I haven't met with 
him yet because he hasn’t shown 
up in my office,” Rodriguez says. 
“Hopefully he calls me or pops into 


my office, and we can sort this thing 
out once and for all.” 

Rodriguez hasn't been able to 
speak with Jackson for more than 
two weeks. (In an e-mail to SEE 
Magazine, Jackson said he's been 
in Guadalajara, Mexico.) However, 
Jackson was asked about the incident 
in an interview aired on the CBC's 
Calgary Eyeopener on December 5. 
In the interview, which is available 
online, Jackson offered a confusing 
explanation of the phone call and 
subsequent column. “It was a put-up 
job,” said Jackson, who says he was 
travelling in the U.S. at the time he 
received the call. “I'm sure of that 
Because it certainly wasn't [Stel- 
mach spokespeople] Paul Stanway 
or Tom Olsen who phoned me.” Ol- 
sen says no one from the premier's 
office phoned Jackson. 

Jackson said in the interview that 
after he received the call, he then 
sent Chandler the e-mail in question 
as a “courtesy.” “And then, on pon- 
dering this phone call, whose voice I 


never recognized—and [I] never got 
the person's name, as I was dashing 
from speech to speech—I thought, 
‘Gee whiz, this is all a put-up job.’ So 
I sent Chandler a second e-mail say- 
ing ‘I believe this to be totally false.” 
Chandler, however, says he never re- 
ceived this second e-mail from Jack- 
son. “He's full of rubbish,” Chandler 
says. 

Jackson now says he never sup- 
ported Chandler, even though a 


video posted on Chandler's website 
shows Jackson saying, “We need 
Craig Chandler, and people like him, 
in politics and elected office.” Jack- 
son says he didn’t know he was being 
videotaped when he made the com- 
ments. 

At one point in the CBC interview, 
Jackson suggested he wrote the Jon- 
athan Denis column before he had 
received the phone call. But when 
Eyeopener host Jim Brown pressed 
him to explain how that's possible in 
light of the e-mails between Chan- 
dler and Jackson, the columnist fal- 
tered. 

Brown asked why, “based on a 
phone call from someone claiming 
to. be with the premier's office, you 
would write a column supporting Mr. 
Denis.” Jackson replied, after a long 
pause: “I can’t quite recall.” (Jackson 
told SEE Magazine he was driving in 
Calgary rush hour traffic while do- 
ing the CBC interview—hence the 
long pause and confusing account of 
events.) When asked how the inci- 
dent would affect his credibility as a 
columnist, Jackson blamed Chandler 
for ruining his career. 

When SE&E Magazine asked Jack- 
son in an e-mail why he told Chan- 
dler that he wrote a column at the 
advice of someone he believed was 
with the premier’s office, the colum- 
nist replied: “I told Craig Chandler 
about the ‘phone call’ simply out of 
courtesy because I wanted him to 
know the PC hierarchy and Premier

nomination papers. I do him a} 
vour, and he robs me of my job ? 
destroys my career.” 

Jackson is known for derid 
elected representatives on the “ 
eral-left” in his columns and writ, 
favourably about small-c (and 
ten big-C) conservatives like Pri 
Minister Stephen Harper.

STEPHEN MANDEL (Mayor) 

I phoned Hizzoner in October about 
the Federation of Canadian Munici- 
palities’ recent call for a national 
transit strategy. 

However, the municipal election 
was the following week and we got 
talking about the Vote Project's may- 
oral forum. I told him creative young 
people were leaving Edmonton for 
bigger centres because rents are sky- 
rocketing and cities like Toronto and 
Vancouver offered bigger arts scenes 
at a comparable cost of living. 

Here's what he had to say: “I think 
that you can be a bigger fish in a 
small pond here and a smaller fish 
in a very big pond there. It might 
be easier here. You get your foot in 
the door.... Rent is a matter of sup- 
ply and demand. It’s not for us to 
come up with solutions to reduce 
rent. We need to increase supply. If 
the economy is good, rent is higher. 
If the economy is bad, rent is lower. 
So if you want low rents, that means 
nobody's got a job. With high rents it

RON HAYTER (Councillor, 
Ward 2) 

A couple of months ago, I was pre- 
paring a story on the redevelopment 
of the Camsell Hospital site in Ingle- 
wood and contacted Ward 2 council- 
lor Ron Hayter for an interview. He 
didn’t know that | live near there, in 
one of the many nondescript three- 
storey apartment buildings on 118 
Avenue and 126 Street. 

Now, I'd be the first to admit that 
from the outside, these apartments 
are pretty unattractive. But the peo- 
ple who live in my building are warm 
and welcoming. My neighbour's cat 
Jasper roams the halls unharmed. 
The lady on the third floor deliv- 
ers food hampers. She also plants 
cheerful geraniums in our backyard. 
People are so trusting that they leave 
their messy winter boots and shoes 
in the hallway outside their apart- 
ment doors. My neighbours are cab- 
drivers, artists, service workers, and 
students. 

When Hayter told me that Ingle- 


wood residents had every right to get 
upset about the apartment buildings 
in the area, I was astonished. 

Here's what he had to say about 
my neighbourhood: “They’ve got 
their share in Inglewood of bad 
neighbours. Some of those walk-up 
apartments to the north have caused 
a lot of heartburn in the area. They 
are terrible places, quite frankly. A 
lot of inappropriate people live in 
those apartments. A lot of hookers 
have used those apartments. 

“L think if the neighbourhood could 
get some replacement for those 
apartments to the north, they’d be 
really satisfied... They've caused 
a lot of problems in the Inglewood 
area. Those apartments are old, they 
haven't been kept up, and the clien- 
tele has been somewhat question- 
able.” 


JANE BATTY (Councillor, 
Ward 4)

While homelessness is a very im- 
portant issue and must be acted 
upon immediately, simultaneously 
there is a whole population of people 
with housing that face an uncertain 
future 

Last week alone | received two 
phone calls, met one single mom 
and a disabled couple who ex- 
pressed the same concerns: a real 
urgent need for affordable housing. 
These people are wage earners, not 
at all struggling with emotional or 
substance abuse issues. The only 
problem seems to be that they don't 
make enough money to keep up with 
the rent increases. They, and many 
more people just like them, are the 
next tier of citizens that are one rent 
increase away from being homeless 

In order to fully understand “af- 
fordable housing” we have to ac- 
knowledge that although the issue 
is complex, it does not necessarily 
need to be confusing. The words “af- 
fordable housing” tend to be bandied 
about rather freely, generating the 


wrong public image for what is shap- 
ing up to be an imminent crisis if not 
acted upon now. 

A pubic process of education needs 





to be generated in order to flesh out | 


the scope and magnitude of the issue 
and be broken down into its constit- 
uent parts. Then we can understand 
where we as a city and as individuals 
can place our priorities and energy. 
If not, then we allow opportunists to 


build “affordable” housing only for 


those who can afford it 


While we point a sharp finger at | 
our policy makers, we must remem- |

‘Spin And Lies In Fort Chipewyan | 


GOVERNMENT HAS NO CREDIBILITY IN 
NORTHERN ALBERTA COMMUNITY 





People in Fort Chipewyan appreciate straight talk 
' That's something I quickly learned when | visited 
a small northern Alberta community for a re- 

porting assignment in July. The people of Fort 
' Chip—who are mostly Chipewyan, Mikisew Cree 
_ and Metis—have been lied to again and again since 
€uropean fur traders first showed up there in the 
late 18th Century. For many years, an imposing 
residential school loomed over the community. 
a now Fort Chip has the misfortune of being 



























downstream from one of the largest industrial 
_ projects in the world. 

Its an unfortunate circumstance. John 
O'Connor, the community's longtime doctor, has 
ed that he's seeing high levels of cancer and 
er diseases in Fort Chip’s population of about 
900. And with his warnings, he’s asked a very 
imple question: why? To answer this important 
question, O’Connor has requested a comprehen- 
sive health study. Seems like a good idea. 

Yet both the provincial and federal health de- 
artments have steadfastly refused to do a study— 
even though, in 2004, Health Canada accepted 

Alberta Energy and Utilities Board (EUB) rec- 
mmendation to do such a study. Health Canada 
now says a study would be outside its jurisdiction. 
Alberta Health and Wellness, meanwhile, did a 
lasty statistical analysis of cancer deaths in the 
sommunity last year, but Fort Chip residents re- 


as needed. : 
The federal and provincial governments have 
bsolutely no credibility in Fort Chip. And why 


should they? Both governing Conservative par- 
ties have made it very clear that oilsands devel- 
opment will continue uninhibited, human beings 
be damned-—rivers, land and air, too. This was 
abundantly evident in November, when indepen- 
dent ecologist Kevin Timoney released a study 
finding higher-than-normal contaminant levels 
in the Athabasca River and Lake Athabasca. (Fort 
Chip is on the northwestern shore of Lake Atha- 
basea.) Alberta Health and Alberta Environment 
both immediately dismissed Timoney’s findings as 
“misleading” without even having seen the final 
report. 

This is baffling. No one with any sense can be- 
lieve a response like that. Public relations stunts 
like these are insulting—to reporters, to our read- 
ers, to scientists, and most importantly, to the 
people of Fort Chip. If the government truly cared 
about the people of Fort Chip, it would take the 
report seriously, and not simply rush to discredit 
the findings and tar the author, as happened in this 
instance. At the very least, it would have enough 
respect to review the final report before making a 
judgment 

A disturbing trend is emerging in both levels of 
government. When someone blows the whistle 
and suggests that maybe everything's not OK 
downstream from the oilsands, the government 
goes on the offensive and tries to discredit the 
bearer of bad news. O’Connor is currently the 
subject of a complaint filed with the Alberta Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons—a complaint filed 
by a Health Canada employee because O'Connor 
was speaking plainly about the health problems he 
was seeing. Health Canada called it causing “un- 
due alarm.” 

Ihave spoken with O'Connor a number of times, 
and each time I have been struck by his integrity 
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and quiet confidence. His words are measured 
and thoughtful. When I was in Fort Chip, every- 
one—everyone—had only good things to say about 
O'Connor. He's a local hero for sticking his neck 
out and risking his career for the people he serves. 
Yet the federal and provincial governments try to 
portray him as a miscreant, a loose cannon with 
some kind of wacky agenda. In fact, O'Connor is | 
very careful in what he says, and he’s simply ask- 
ing for a proper health study. It's hardly an unrea- 
sonable request. 

David Schindler, a world-renowned water sci- 
entist at the University of Alberta, has received 
similar treatment at the hands of the Alberta gov- 
ernment for speaking plainly about his research. 
(His findings are alarming: summer flow levels of 
the Athabasca River upstream from the oilsands 
decreased by 29 per cent from 1970 to 2005 as a 
result of climate change. That's not even factoring 
in the massive water withdrawals of the oilsands.) 
Alberta Environment downplays his findings as 
exaggerated. Instead of using Schindler's research 
and building on it, the department contemptuous- 
ly disregards it and says there’s nothing to worry 
about. 

And what about the people of Fort Chip them- 
selves? They, more than anyone else, have a right 
to be heard. And yet they are treated like dirt. They 
aren't even worthy of a health study. Instead, they 
get spin and lies—and whatever else floats down- 
stream from the oilsands. They deserve better. 
If the provincial and federal governments are so 





convinced that the people of Fort Chip have noth- | 


ing to worry about, they should go ahead and do 


a comprehensive health study, like O'Connor has | 


requested, and put these concerns to rest. If every-

HOW T0 BUY BUBBLY

When it comes to wine cliches, the one equating New Year's Eve with Champagne may be the 
biggest. Every year, millions of rational people temporarily lose their sanity and drop 50 bucks 
to get into the same crappy, overcrowded bar they always go to, don a dollar-store party 

hat, and get a half-pour of complimentary “Champagne"—which is almost always a glass of 


shitty, flat Henkell Trocken. 


It doesn't have to be this way. Champagne does not have to be the only acceptable celebra- 
tory drink. In fact, if you're going to a bar for New Year's, | don't recommend ordering bubbly 


at all. You're much safer with beer or cocktails. 


But for those adamant about getting a bottle of real Champagne for New Year's, here are a 


few purchasing tips. 


It’s Allin the Name 

In order for Champagne to be the real thing, 
it has to come from the Champagne region 
of northern France. Due to the threat of law- 
Suits, if it says “Champagne” on the label, it 
probably is—but it doesn't hurt to check. 
Pretty much all Champagne is dry. The 
French word “brut"—which translates to 
“dry” in English—is found on nearly every 
bottle. You may find some bottles that say 
“Extra Brut” or “Ultra Brut"—these are so dry 
they'll take the enamel off your teeth. While 
Not all Champagne is this bracing, you should 
steer clear of it if you prefer something with 
Baby Duck sugar levels. 


Be Prepared to Spend Some Cash 

Good Champagne starts around the $40 
price point—check out Drappier or Mon- 
taudon. The price goes up from here, with 
the big names like Dom Perignon, Krug, and 
Cristal going for several hundred dollars a 
bottle. Keep in mind that many of the high- 
end Champagnes, especially ones that are 
vintage-dated, are designed for long-term 
aging, so if you crack a bottle from a recent 


vintage, you're essentially committing infan- 
ticide, and it might not even taste good. 


Those Upstarts... 

The best Champagne values are usually 
found with producers who are relative new- 
comers to the scene, who founded their 
companies in the latter half of the 20th cen- 
tury. One of my personal favourites is Nicolas 
Feuillatte, whose regular Brut sells for just 
over $50. The Feuillatte Rose, which is about 
$10 more, is also delicious, with lovely straw- 
berry and raspberry nuances. Some other 
good-value producers are Henri Billiot & 
Fils, for those who favour a lighter style, and 
Veuve Clicquot, for those who like a more ro- 
bust Champagne. 


Worldly Bubbles 

There are plenty of other bubbly options, 
and they usually cost a fraction of the price 
of real Champagne. Try an Italian Prosecco, 
a Spanish Cava, a French Cremant d'Alsace, 
or an Australian Sparkling Shiraz. Even 
Canada is making some great bubbly—one 
of the most interesting is the Peller Estates 
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Ice Cuvee, which is made with ice wine and 
therefore has some sweetness to it, yet is 
still crisp and balanced. Another interesting 
find is the Francis Ford Coppola Sofia, which 
comes in a regular 750mL bottle as well as a 
pack of four mini-cans. Each can comes with 
alittle straw, so you can sip it like a chic Pari- 
sian after a tiring night at the disco. However, 
if Albertan chic is more your style, you could 
shotgun one of these little guys in three sec- 
onds, tops. Now that's a countdown. 

A final word of advice: if you do decide to get 
a bottle of real Champagne, crack it open at 
the start of the evening. If you're anything 
like me, you'll be nicely bevvied by the time 
midnight rolls around, so drink the good stuff 
at the start of the evening when you'll appre- 
ciate it (not to mention taste it) the most. 
And remember that there’s nothing wrong 
with drinking beer, cocktails, non-bubbly 
wine, or pretty much anything else at New 
Year's. Screw the “world’s most famous cele- 
bratory drink”: mixing is the way to get really 
trashed, really fast. The year just wouldn't 
feel right if you didn't start it with a raging 
hangover.

I’ve long maintained that KFC (and 
by extension all fast food) is like 
porn. Every once in a while you want 
to have some, just to remind your- 
self why you don't have it more of- 
ten. The quick-fix gratification may 
look appealing going in, but you real- 
ize almost immediataely that it's no 
substitute for sustenance, no matter 
__ what depths it sinks to in pandering 
"to your basest desires. 
_ I've eaten my share of mass-pro- 
_ duced, heat lamp-sustained Valu- 
H Meal combos, but not lately. Perhaps 
it’s a sign of maturity that such mira- 
cles of industrial food production no 
longer bear a close enough resem- 
blance to real food to satisfy me. 

That doesn’t mean I’m some kind 
of food prude who bars all greasy, 
sloppy, salt-laden delicacies from my 
diet. I love burgers, fries, donairs, 
chicken wings (with ranch), pizza 
slices, bacon-and-eggs breakfasts— 
and | will have that toast buttered, 
thank you. But if I’m going to sac- 
rifice further smidgens of my cir- 
culatory health to a degenerate food 
choice, it had better be worth it. 

The last time my perennial co- 
diner and I settled in for an hour of 
TV, we couldn't help but notice that 
there was an ad for fast food about 
every seven minutes, and that two 
out of every three were incredibly ir- 
ritating ads for Wendy’s latest burger 
recombinations: the Baconator™ and 
the Jalapeno Cheddar Double Melt”. 

We noted that Wendy’s commer- 
cials depict the consumers of their 
products as exclusively male—the 
balding, podgy sort who, having lost 
sight of their dreams, take solace in 
extra bacon on their burgers. Some- 
how the conversation took a turn for 
the perverse on the ninth repetition

of the offending ads and what started 
as a denunciation soon turned into a 
dare when I noted that the nearest 
Wendy’s was mere blocks away. Un- 
able or unwilling to back down, we 
quickly hatched a plan to dine out 
the next night. 

Morgan Spurlock and Eric Schloss- 
er have basically stolen all the thun- 
der from anyone who would take 
aim at a slow-moving target like fast 
food. It’s not good for you and every- 
one knows it, even people who eat 
it often. It’s not good for the planet 
either, given the fossil fuel-intensive 
nature of industrial food production 
and distribution. The fact that so 
many fast food meals are consumed 
in cars—then disposed of out the 
windows, judging from the flotsam 
littering the sides of Edmonton's 
roads—only aligns it further with the 
forces of enviro-bliviousness. 

Still, there we were at our local 
Wendy's, jostling through the mud- 
streaked, eye-scaldingly fluorescent 
dining room on a Monday night. A 
quick calculation based on the nu- 
tritional information provided on 
the Wendy's website allowed us to go 
into things with eyes wide open. A 
Baconator™ combo with regular fries 
and a large Coke would, in exchange 
for $7.39, provide its eater with 1,400 
calories, or close to three-quarters of 
the total calories most people need 
in a day. Almost half those calories 
would be derived from the 74 grams 
of total fat contained therein. 

To minimize the damage, we or- 
dered a Baconator™ combo and a 
half-pound Jalapeno Cheddar Dou- 
ble Melt™ ($4.89) without sides-13 
bucks for one and a half meals. Isn't 
this stuff supposed to be cheap? 
The counter guy paid just enough 
attention to correctly push the but- 
tons that corresponded to our order 
before looking past us at the next 
customer. 
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We squirted thimblefuls of ketch- 
up and grabbed a plastic knife to 
split our foil-wrapped repast for sha- 
resies. Unwrapping said bounty, we 
were greeted by the sight of the very 
burgers we'd seen on television, but 
if they had been left in the rain for 
a little while. The iridescent yellow 
buns wilted around grayish patties 
of beef and slips of bacon peeping 
out like the tongues of small Chinese 
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dogs, slathered with two hues of 
cheese. Only then did we realize nei- 
ther burger had a trace of roughage 
in it—no lettuce, no tomato, not even 
onion. The Melt did contain several 
khaki loops of pickled jalapeno, but I 
don’t know if that strictly counts as 
a vegetable 

The Melt, in case you've some- 
how missed the commercial, has 
two patties, pepperjack and ched- 
dar processed cheeses, four strips 
of bacon, and the eponymous pep- 
pers. The Baconator™ has the same 
basic structure, but with six strips of 
bacon, straight cheddar, and no pep- 
pers 


As we took our first bites, co-diner 





expressed her disappointment with 
the lack of flavour in the beef, such 
as it was. There were, after all, two 
centimetre-thick pads of cow-meat 
represented on each burger. But with 
the profusion of trimmings and con- 
diments, never mind enough bacon 
for three BLTs, the patties were ren- 
dered virtually superfluous, flavour- 
wise 

The Baconator™ sure tasted like 
bacon—lots of thin, chewy bacon, ac- 
companied by a several doses of pro- 
cessed cheddar. I couldn’t remember 
ever noticing how sweet the ketchup 
and the yellow bun were, but both 
are liberally dosed with the same 


high-fructose corn syrup that our 
cola was made of. The Melt wasn't 
so different from the Baconator 
but the ketchup was replaced by the 
vinegary tang of the peppers and two 
types of cheese. As the burgers wore 
on, | tended to favour the latter as 
being the less monotonous mouthful 
of bread, cheese, and greasy meats 
The fries were good in the way fast 
food fries are, though a little old 
And then, just like that, it was 
over. We'd consumed half our day’s 
calories within the 20 minutes that 
elapsed between coming and going 
We weren't sure we felt full, but we 
certainly didn't want to eat anymore 
1 was definitely thirsty, a condition 
that dogged me for the rest of the 
evening along with the periodic ole- 
aginous belch—grim (or should I say 
gross) reminders of where a casually 
accepted dare and $13 can lead you 
At least my co-diner and I have 
fresh resolve to our New Year's reso: 
lutions: to never eat fast food again 
(until the next time we forget why 


we don’t eat much of it).

ROCK 'N’ ROLL MAY BE OVER 
THE HILL, BUT IN 2007, BRUCE 
SPRINGSTEEN PROVED IT’S 
STILL GOT SOME MAGICLEFT 
INIT 





1984 marked the infancy of a then- 
new medium for distributing music, 
one that proved so successful that 
when it came time to start looking 
into yet another revolutionary new 
medium at the start of this century, 
the bigger record companies were 
caught, to borrow an oft-used phrase 
from acertain American commander 
in chief, “staying the course,” a tac- 
tic about as effective when it came to 
their bottom line as it was in Iraq. 

That year saw the compact disc 
making inroads into our homes, and 
among the very first albums available 
in the new format was Bruce Spring- 
steen's Born in the USA. His most 
recent CD, Magic, could very well 
be one of the last, at least by a musi- 
cian of a certain pedigree. Of course, 
they'll keep churning them out for a 
while yet, but it's kind of too bad the 
format shift wasn’t made wholesale 
by the time this article went to print, 
because Magic would make one hell 
of a bookend for an era. 

While the press on Springsteen in 
'07 is nowhere near as hyperbolic as 
it was in '84 (when the inescapable 
mass-marketing 
rounding the album made it difficult 


juggernaut = sur- 


to hear the music for what it was), 
the interest piqued by this latest re- 
cording and its subsequent world- 
wide tour has been just as fervent. 
Whether you saw the sometimes- 
reluctant face of New Jersey talk- 
ing politics on 60 Minutes, or read 
one of many testimonials about the 
influence of his music on the “indie 
aesthetic” (or some of the contrar- 
ian rebuttals regarding that notion), 
the one sure thing you could take 
away from all the natter ’n’ chatter 
was that The Boss is anything but an 
honourary title at this point. 

Most importantly, though, the 
buzz on Springsteen has bucked the 
established star system trend where- 
by the cult of personality takes pre- 
cedence over artistic merit. Magic, 
while perhaps not a “great” album, 
is nonetheless a really, really good 
one. Okay, sure, producer Brendan 
O'Brien, who helmed the control 
board. on Springsteen's The Rising,

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once again buries Springtseen’s cel- 
ebrated posse, the € Street Band, 
under an excess of studio sheen (you 
can kind of hear the skronk of Clar- 
ence Clemons’ sax somewhere in the 
bed of one of the tracks... I think), 
but the FM-friendly crunch of “Ra- 
dio Nowhere,” the elegant, Beach 
Boys-like hooks of “Girls in Their 
Summer Clothes,” and the spooky, 
understated wordplay of the title 
track, a politicized but non-preachy 
take on Something Wicked This Way 
Comes, to name just three, still made 
for a solid all-around body of work. 

But what makes that so notewor- 
thy? This decent, albeit very stan- 
dard collection of songs, especially 
in comparison to recordings by new- 
er, younger acts pushing the sonic 
envelope much farther than Magic's 
traditional arrangements? Well, it's 
simple, really: when was the last 
time you went to concert by a clas- 
sic rock act where every time the 
opening bars of a “new” tune didn’t 
trigger a Pavlovian-like response to 
make a run to the beer garden, bath- 
room, or smoking area? 

For the sake of argument, let's turn 
to an established rocker of equal 
stature and with arguably an even 
more impressive back catalogue: 
David Bowie. The last time he came 
through Edmonton, he was aware 
enough of his audience's desires to 
cheekily quip that those in atten- 
dance would just have to be patient 
as he ran through a few tracks of 
new material before he returned to 
the familiar hits. 

With Springsteen's Magic touch, 
though, you actually look forward 
to hearing them played along with 
“Born to Run” and “Badlands.” And

casting bleak shadows over every 
societal nook and cranny, this politi 
cized version of Springsteen who de 
nounces Guantanamo and Iraq even 
feels necessary, even if that image is 
as much of an illusion as those cast 
by the backroom conjurers of the 
album's title song. 

It's been awhile since an old-school 
idol has been able to capture imagi 
nations, voice hopes, and allay fears 
the way Springsteen has lately—and 
frankly, it feels pretty good. (I say 
this having had the pleasure of catch 
ing one of the few Canadian dates 
Springsteen played on the opening 
leg of his tour. No Edmonton engage 
ment has been announced as of yet, 
but typically Springsteen announces 
new stops as his tours gather steam 
hopefully he'll return to. Rexall, |

On his popular three-chord revival | 
radio show, Springsteen's guitar 
player/foil Little Steven Van Zandt | 
likes to say that “they” have driven 
rock underground.

As they should, and always 
will. Still, the fact that there’s at least 
one voice from the glory days of 
arena rock who's still making songs 
as great as he did at the peak of his

Its only 
drawback: the L-shaped room leaves 
the majority of the audience without 
clear sightlines to the stage. 

Best Urban Venue 

I give up. It seems Edmonton lacks 
a venue dedicated specifically to hip 
hop, R&B, nor reggae/ska—at least 
not one I could come up with, and 
I sure asked a lot of people! The 
common explanation seems to be 
venues, big and small, such as the 
Starlite Room, New City, Velvet Un- 
derground, and the Shaw Confer- 
ence Centre host an eclectic range 
of genres, urban included. But big 
props are due to promotion com- 
pany Urban Metropolis for their fine 
work, putting on successful urban 
shows in a host of local venues. 

Best Classical Church Venue 

West End Christian Reformed 
has a world-class pipe organ, a great 
piano, a great sound system, and a 
room designed with acoustics in 
mind, playing host to some of the 
best classical performers in town.

Venues to Watch in '08 

The Empress Ale House is lo- 
cated where the fairly divey bar, Pig 
N’ Whistle, used to be, on the corner 
of Whyte and 99th St. Completely 





renovated and now owned by for 
mer bar staff of the Black Dog, this 
New York-style bistro has recently 
begun hosting live music, and with a 
prime location and a knowledgeable 
behind-the-scenes team, this bar is 
really turning some heads 

Crown Pizza is also a welcome 
addition to some of the neighbour- 
hoods residents, as former Sidetrack 
staffer Mark MacLeod has com- 
pletely renovated the former dive 
into a smart-looking pizzeria, with 
great pizza, and various memora- 
bilia from the former Sidetrack. The 
venue could use’ a bigger sign out 
front, but within a few months of 
opening, it's already attracting much 
of the nostalgic Sidetrack crowd.

Ap 
parently not enough parking was 
available for the city’s liking, so 
eventually the place was shut down, 
even though it had no problems with 
drugs or violence. Dahl even fought 
an expensive legal battle to persuade 
the city that the four Impark lots 
surrounding the club were suffi- 
cient. It's a shame it's so complicated 
to have a good time in this town. 

Power Plant 

This U of A campus bar didn’t re- 
ally shut down; the Students’ Union 
just decided not to host live music 
there any longer. According to the 
Plant's former music booker and 
promoter Steve Derpack, rising tu 
ition costs (which translated to less 
disposable income for students), 
parking problems, and a growing 
lack of interest in live music across 
Edmonton made it too expensive for 
the SU to continue to run the Plant 
as a live music yenue.

Contrary to the death knell Nas 
sounded last year on Hip-Hop Is 
Dead, hip-hop was alive and pros- 
pering in 2007, although sales 
continued to decline. (According 
to Billboard, the genre's sales have 
dropped 33 per cent this year alone.) 
In addition to sagging numbers, the 
future of the mixtape became cloudy 
when DJ Drama and Don Cannon 
were arrested in January on felony 
racketeering charges after the RIAA 
seized more than 50,000 CDs that 
contained material unauthorized for 
sale. 

But mixtapes continued to be re- 
leased, and in mass numbers—only 
online instead of in physical form. 
No one capitalized on this trend 


boops and synthesizers of all shades 
were found on single after single, a 
phenomenon attributable largely t 
Timbaland’s ubiquitous future-pop 
aesthetic, found on his tracks for ev 
eryone from 50 Cent to Duran Du 
ran to Ashlee Simpson. 

It was also a better year for Jay-Z 
whose second post-retirement al 
bum, November's American Gang 
ster, inspired by the Ridley Scott 
movie of the same name, was met 
with more praise than his first come 
back attempt, last year’s lacklustre 
Kingdom Come. Jay-Z sounds happy 
and excited to be rapping again, and 
it’s evident he's rediscovered his love 
for twisting the English language in 
novel ways. OutKast's Andre 3000 
destroyed every song he appeared 
on, and if he had more songs this 
year (or even an album, and Whole 
Foods doesn’t count) he might have 
been able to mount a legitimate chal

more than New Orleans rapper Lil’ 
Wayne, who seemed to have new 
songs being leaked onto the internet 
every day. His mixtape Da Drought 3 
was better than most studio albums 
rappers put out this year, and Weezy 
continues to release new music 
for free as he continues to work on 
his solo next album, Tha Carter III 
(now due in February). Even estab- 
lished rappers like Kanye West put 
out mixtapes to build hype for their 
forthcoming projects; in the pro- 
ducer-turned-rapper’s case, it took 
the form of a precursor to his latest, 
Graduation. 

Speaking of Graduation—really an 
electronic album masquerading as a 
rap album—the biggest influence in 
rap this year was French house mu- 
sic (West sampled Daft Punk for his 
lead single, “Stronger”). Bleeps and

1 saw Sweeney Todd: The Demon Barber of 
Fleet Street at a word-of-mouth screening 
packed with people who I got the feeling were 
unfamiliar with the Stephen Sondheim musi- 
cal it's adapted from. I base my suspicions on 
the gasps of shocked laughter that greeted the 
many murders Johnny Depp commits over the 
course of the film. 

The shock, | think, arose from how unex 
pectedly grisly those murders were, with thick 
geysers of Bava-red blood gushing from the 
throats of one hapless Londoner after another. 
Was this grim, blood-drenched revenge saga 
really the kind of movie they wanted to see less 
than a week before Christmas? And the laugh- 
ter, | think, came from them realizing that yes! 


¢$e¢y 
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Yes! This was exactly the kind of movie they 
were in the mood for: big, bloody, deliciously 
cynical, with a plot whose machinery grinds 
away with the frightening inevitability of one 
of those dark Victorian workhouses Sweeney 
Todd can glimpse from the window of his bar- 
bershop. 

That's where he’s plotting his revenge against 
Judge Turpin (Alan Rickman), who 15 years 
earlier falsely sentenced him to life and trans- 
ported him to Australia. Now Todd's wife is 
dead and his beautiful daughter Johanna lives 
as a virtual prisoner and prospective bride in 
Turpin’s home. But until Todd can figure out 
a way to lure Turpin to his place of business, 
he slakes his bloodlust by killing random cus- 
tomers—he strikes a bargain with Mrs. Lovett 
(Helena Bonham Carter), his downstairs 
neighbour, who uses the corpses as a cheap but 
delicious ingredient in the meat pies she sells 

The plot teeters on the edge of camp, and the 
original Broadway production (or at least the 
version filmed for PBS and currently available 
on DVD) made a point of playing up the comic 
elements—Angela Lansbury’s performance 
as Mrs. Lovett especially indulged in a lot of 





shameless mugging to the audience. 

By contrast, director Tim Burton makes the 
surprising decision to play the story mostly 
straight: it took me a little while to warm up to 
Carter's underplaying, but I grew to admire her 
take on Mrs. Lovett not as a comic gargoyle but 
as a grim, practical-minded, quietly cunning 


businesswoman. The dazzlingly clever canni- 
balism puns in “A Little Priest” are still here, 
but in a shortened, much drier form. Indeed, 
the biggest comic setpiece is now “By the Sea,” 
a bit of a throwaway number in the original 
which here becomes a blackly funny ditty in 
which Burton visualizes Mrs. Lovett’s lovesick 
fantasy of running a seaside hotel with Swee- 
ney—whose gloomy, scowling presence spoils 
each tableau, like a cockroach in the icing of a 
birthday cake 

That sequence aside, Depp is the film’s big- 
gest shortcoming. Sweeney is a very vocally 
demanding role, and there's just no disguising 
the fact that Depp's voice (and his phony Brit- 
ish accent) aren't up to the challenge of some 
of the show's most powerful songs—he talk- 
sings his way through “Epiphany” when he 
should be careening wildly from one emotional

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peak to another. In many of the musical num 
bers, you can feel Burton covering for and cut 
ting around Depp's vocal weaknesses (and, t: 
a lesser extent, Carter’s), and a Sweeney who 
can’t thrill you musically is almost a contradic 
tion in terms. 

And yet, | can’t imagine any fan of the 
show not being thrilled with this version of it 
Screenwriter John Logan makes several cuts 
and alterations to the songs and story, but they 
are all unfailingly intelligent, tightening up 
the suspense, speeding up the plot, and em- 
phasizing the cruelty and cheapness of life in 
the Victorian age in ways much more subtly 
effective than the intrusive Brechtian staging 
Harold Prince created for the original. Plus, 
the arrangements are good and loud, just the 
way | like ’em. 

Burton has been trying to get this project 
off the ground for two decades, but unlike so 
many Hollywood directors’ pet projects, this 
one doesn't feel locked up in its creator's head. | 
It's got a mad, slashing excitement that hope- 
fully will get people past their squeamishness 
at the sight of blood. As Sweeney himself cries 
out, “I’m alive at last, and I'm full! Of! Joy!”

John Turturro’s bizarre musical be- 
gins with a New Jersey ironworker 
played by James Gandolfini strid- 
ing out his front door, standing in 
the street, and belting out Englebert 
Humperdinck’s “A Man Without 
Love.”

NO COUNTRY FOR OLD MEN 

The Coen Brothers take on Cormac 
McCarthy's bone-dry eloquence 
and deep southern angst with as- 
tonishing results, As much as it's a 
return to form for the Coens after a 
couple of lackluster efforts, there's 





something enigmatic and startling 
in the way they've framed this con- 
frontation between decent folks and 
the evil men do out of greed that 
foretells a new depth in Coen films 
to come. And I’m still having bad 
dreams about Javier Bardem’s creepy 
haircut. 


CHILDREN OF MEN 

Most people got to put this on their 
ought-six list, but the outposts had 
to wait until this year to see Alfonso 
Cuarén’s smart, suspenseful, and 
moving dystopian thriller that has a 
distressing resonance with the cur- 
rent world order. Nice to see Michael 
Caine earning an honest paycheque 
for once. 


RATATOUILLE 

Following Pixar's tradition of cut- 
ting-edge animation—the most beau- 
tiful of the year, in this case—applied 
to winning, well-charactered stories 
with real humour as opposed to hip 
pop-culture references, Ratatcuille 
goes even farther by providing the 
best movie about the joys of food 
since Big Night. Brad Bird joins the 
ranks of filmmakers whose work you 
see just because their name is on it. 


JESUS CAMP 

Global Visions brought us this dis- 
turbing and oddly touching snapshot 
of a Christian fundamentalism kid's 
camp in the U.S. As upsetting as it is 
to see the way these little Christian 
soldiers are indoctrinated, there's 
also something genuinely moving 
about the sight of people so young 
struggling so earnestly with the 


challenges of their faith. Disgraced 
evangelist Ted Haggard puts in an 
appearance that became deliciously 
ironic shortly after the film's re- 
lease. 


LE PETIT LIEUTENANT 

This weird and affecting arthouse 
policier won Nathalie Baye a French 
Oscar for her portrayal of a veteran 
homicide detective bringing along a 
rookie cop in Paris. Director Xavier 
Boisvert seems to come to his grit- 
ty, low-key naturalism by way of 
Belgium’s Dardenne Brothers. This 
year's DVD release of the 2005 film 
was our first chance to see it in €d- 
monton. 


TRAQ IN FRAGMENTS 

James Longley’s brave feat of video 
journalism presents a ground-level 
view of Iraq in wartime, his lens 
directed at the Sunnis, Shiites and 
Kurds who are trying to live their 
lives without much to hope for in a 
country torn apart by violence. No 
matter what your opinion of the cur- 
rent war, this movie will change how 
you think about Iraq. 


THE WIND THAT SHAKES THE 
BARLEY 

Ken Loach is probably the only di- 
rector who could have made this his- 
torical drama about the birth of the 
IRA and the roots of Ireland’s civil 
war with the requisite sensitivity and 
conscience. A great ensemble cast 
and beautiful cinematography make 
you forget you’re also getting a his- 
tory lesson. 


ZODIAG 

David Fincher’s serial killer ep 
which almost seems like a respor 
to the stylized grotesquery of his ow 
Se7en, is not without its flaws—; 
exhaustive depiction of the ever 
and details surrounding the pursy 
of the notorious true-life “Zodi 
Killer” gets a touch exhausting, a;

Kirk Douglas plays a 
reporter who exploits a man trapped 
in a mine for his own journalistic 
gain, creating a media circus in the 
process. The film's disappointing 
box office led the studio to rerelease 
it under the new title The Big Carni- 
val in an unsuccessful bid to recoup 
their expenses. 










HELP! 

The Beatles’ second motion picture 
reunited them with A Hard Day's 
Night director Richard Lester, but 
this time the plot—Ringo goes on the 
run from an Indian cult who needs 
his ring as part of a sacrificial ritu 
al—is much sillier. The release of The 
Beatles’ movies on DVD is taking far 
too long, even if the ones that re 
main in the vault involve drugs, ani- 
mal suits, the making of the band’s 
worst album, petty arguments, and 


their eventual breakup. 


PANIC IN NEEDLE PARK 

This 1971 drama features Al Pacino's 
first leading role, as one of two her- 
oin-addict lovers in early-'70s New 
York. His powerful performance is 
what got him recognized and even- 
tually cast as Michael Corleone in 
The Godfather. 


KISS MEETS THE 

PHANTOM OF THE PARK 

This 1978 curiosity is easily the best 
part of the KISSology Vol. 2 box set. 
It became a classic late-night movie 
in its day, and for good reason: it 
might be one of the worst movies 
ever made. Terrible special effects, 
worse acting, and an awful story 
all lead to a climactic fight scene in 
which it’s revealed that Ace Frehley’s 
stunt double is clearly a black man, 
which Frehley is clearly not. 


TWILIGHT ZONE: THE MOVIE 

This 1983 omnibus film was a pretty 
ballsy project, considering how high- 
concept it was for a huge studio film

Much of that assistance is pro- 
vided by fellow Canadian Ellen Page 
as Juno McGuff, a 16-year-old high 
school junior who makes an unlikely 
choice about her unexpected preg- 
nancy. With her guitar, her Run- 
aways records, and her collection of 
Dario Argento DVDs, Juno consid- 
ers herself a breed apart from her 
boy-crazy, cheerleading classmates, 
but that all changes when she and 
her best friend and bandmate Pau- 
lie (Cera) make a more-than-friends 
leap onto the living room chair. 

But when the home pregnancy test 
keeps turning up positive, she opts 
to give her and Paulie’s little miracle 
up for adoption to yuppies Vanessa 
(Jennifer Garner) and Mark (Jason 
Bateman). Vanessa is the typical 
obsessive mom-to-be while Mark 
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has cold feet; he’s much more inter- 
ested in bonding with Juno over their 
shared love of gory horror movies. 
Relationships are made, broken, and 
tested time and time again; Juno fi- 
nally warms to her stepmother (Al- 
lison Janney) and builds her rela- 
tionship with her dear old dad (the 
unexpectedly funny J.K. Simmons), 
and mends hurt feelings with Pau- 
lie. 

It's standard quirky-indie fodder: 
Reitman and screenwriter Diablo 
Cody do little to depart from the for- 
mula that Wes Anderson and Jared 
Hess perfected some time ago. Every 
character has adorable fetishes: Pau- 
lie is a track and field star addicted 
to orange Tic Tacs, Juno's dad is a 
slightly eccentric air-conditioner 
repair guy who names his kids af- 
ter Greek goddesses, Juno is... well, 
Juno. It's not quite Royal Tenen- 
baums lite, but the oh-so-precious 


dialogue and weird family dynamics 
owe a lot to Wes Anderson. The real 
shame is that Juno has been hailed 
as the year's freshest indie comedy 
by many of the same critics who said 
they were tired of Anderson's tricks 
in their reviews of The Darjeeling 
Limited. 

Juno will get a lot of attention 
for Diablo Cody's tight screenplay 
and even more for its great perfor- 
mances (especially Page, who has 
all the makings of a big breakout 
star), but it'll leave you wondering, 
as I did, when the life of unconven- 
tional-teen-angst-comedy is going to 
expire. 

But for the performances alone, 
Juno is an undeniably fun and 
charming film, no matter however 
familiar it feels. The casting is su- 
perb, from the weird and wonderful 
Cera and Page to the ever-reliable 
Jason Bateman (although Arrested

Ings | called friends back home, 
tched TV, read books. Going back 
ithe room after work was monumen- 
























ekked the three blocks from the of- 
ee to the hotel, I found the room like 
again—the bed made, the towels 
id toiletries replaced, the magazines 
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stacked in a neat little pile—it was as if 
no one had been there at all. If I had 
thrown the television out the window, 
stamped out lit cigarettes on the car- 
pet, littered tiny bottles of mini-bar 
booze everywhere, everything would 
still be in order when | returned the 
next evening. The only trace would 
be the cleaning surcharge on the bill. 
1 could make no impression on the 
place; it was impervious to me. 

Ah, the hell with this, | thought. 1 
grabbed my Nikon one evening and 
hit the own, from the hotel to Whyte 
Avenue and back again, snapping 
pictures. That was when I started to 
worry. My photographs of Edmonton 
on that pretty, early-summer evening 
were all missing one thing: other 
people. The whole city looks eyacu- 
ated, like I was the lone survivor of 
a biological terror attack. There’s the 
trash-strewn, disused soccer field be- 
low the High Level Bridge. There's 
the underground echo-chamber of an 
LRT station, abandoned save for a guy 
smoking crack in the elevator. Empty 
spotlights cast by streetlamps, on 
block after vacant block. The majesty 


of the Legislature grounds—deserted 
The 


city was rife with absence. Where was 


Churchill . Square—windswept 
everyone? Were they hiding? Where 
are you, Edmonton? Maybe you're at 
the mall? 





Edmonton, December 2007 
Most of the people I know say some- 
thing's changed here in the last few 
years. They're leaving, or they want 
to. It's not just the cost of living— 
mostly they’re bored, and they say 
Edmonton has become a work camp 
There's no “culture”, they say, or not 
enough, not like it used to be. 

I've been here 19 months, seeing 
plays, going to concerts big and small, 
traipsing through galleries, attending 
festivals, and exploring neighbour- 
hoods, but I remain underwhelmed. 
Where's all that urban vitality | was 
promised? 

But wait: I keep thinking | must 
be missing something, so I've been 
asking Edmontonians to tell me 
something about Edmonton, maybe 
about a particular place that holds 
memories for them or that signifies 
something to them. I like the Bridge 
myself. Unpretentious, graceful in 
its acquiescence to its own awkward- 
ness, the High Level Bridge embodies 
everything I admire about Edmonton. 
I love the way it hearkens back to the 
city’s past, and | appreciate the queer 
emotional resonance it carries as our 
premier sucide magnet. (That chain- 
link sucide barrier over River Valley 
Road is a quietly moving memorial— 


how many Edmonton stories can be 
found there? ) 

But most people can’t think of an 
answer all that readily, and those who 
do usually tell me: a mom-and-pop 
shop, a little park, an empty lot where 
an old building once stood, the house 
they grew up in—exactly the sort of 
places that our big-box metropolis 
lacks more and more every day, bull- 
dozing its past for to make way for a 
bland vision of the future 

Sure, we've got the vestigial traces 
of our urban history; a few funky 
blocks here, a neat restaurant there, 
an endangered landmark elsewhere. 
But for the most part, Edmonton is 
at the mall, and there's a firesale—and 
everything Edmonton must go. 


Ontario, November 2007 

I was spending a week in Toronto— 
where at least six people I know are 
planning to move or have done re- 
cently—and another few days in the 
lower Niagara Peninsula, and I was 
getting pretty tired of telling people 1 
was from Alberta, only to have them 
ask me what Calgary was like. 

“I'm from Edmonton, actually.” 

‘They would nod, “Oh,” and I could 
see their eyes go glassy while they 
tried to recall the provincial capitals 
from some nearly forgotten elemen- 
tary school geography class. 

C'mon, theatre town, hockey town, 
festival city, cultural capital. City of 
Champions! 

“Edmonton,” they'd say.
